.Shoot rut One That Enter* Door" 

Hampton, January £1. — Special: 
Dave Kleharda, a Negro of EatiU, wu 
taken from tbe eonpty jnil here last 
Bigbt by a party from Estill, and al- 
though not lynched, "he was -.badly 
beaten up and left in tha treads. Ac- 
curding (u thn Negro'* rtatenunt, hi* 
life was spared as the result of the 
pleading of one member of the party. 
The reports of the affair vary, though 
the salient features are substantiated 
by n. number of witnesses. Richard- 
son, who, according to the report,- wai 
drank,' assaulted a M'r. t Meyer, ai 
elderly man, who clerks in tho store 
of Marvin O'Neal at EatiU, but night 
by drawing hi* pistol on Mr. (Hoi 
He wu armted and taken to the Jail 
at £*till. Later the mayor of the 
town, learning that a party'wa* being 
formed to tab* him from the jail and 
-lynch him, had him removed by auto- 
mobile to the couuty jail at Uamptoi 
Magistrate'. Constable J. A. Cook and 
John 0. Smith btpught him to Hamp- 

Orowd Maka* For Door 

Arriving »1 tbe county jail the Ne- 
gro' was delivered' over to the jailer, 
J. B. ii.-ii,-!.-. who proceeded upatairs 
to the cells with hi* prisoner, lock- 
ing the front door of the jnil. Then 
one of the men who brought the Ne- 
gro to Hamploa went bank dawns lair* 
to get the Negro'* hat which he bad 
uropped in an effort to get away. 
When he unlocked the door and went 
out he was met by a party or about 
thlrty-flve men, according to his esti- 

ate, who rushed foe the open door. 

'Just as the crowd reached the door, 
the jailer's daughter, who Is about H- 
yeas of age, ran into an adjoining 
room, grabbed one of her father's pis- 
tol*, and rushed bark to the door, cov- 
ering the lynching party with the ro- 
volver and declaring "l will shoot 
the first on* that enter* thn door." 
8bo held them thn* at bay until her 
brother, fearing that aorae barm might 
overtake her, took tbe phrtol from 
aer, srbereupon aonw of tha crowd 
waked 1-V.Hn wan* npsuir*. itn> 
powered the jailer, took the prisoner 
ind ied fn automobiles in tbe direc- 
tion of Estill.

Skipping the d«UUs of genealogy, 
birth and boyhood. John plunges Into 
Lb* work and ministry of . our Lord. 
Our prerlona lessons harp taken up 
the matter of bla eternal Godhead, the 
word made flesh, the witness of John. 
Jeans nml John the Bap Hit, his first 
disciples and tha wedding at Canaan. 
Boom of these event* have baeu skipped, 
over without mtKh consideration, yet 
tile teacher should review them briefly. 
Tho wedding at Canaan probably ih> 
enrrad In J] arch. A. D. 27. and the 
events of this lesson in April of the 1 
Passover week of that year, both 
•vasts occurring early In the first year 
Of ttw ministry of our Lord. Jeans, 
went to the wedding for he had many 
things to teach by means of It The 
story la familiar, and yet God Is per- 
forming the aame miracle every Tear 
except by somewhat Blower process. 
John lays strong emphasis npon the 
"signs" which Jeaoa performed aa evi- 
dence of his office. This miracle Is an 
allegory. It also- throws light npon 
Jeans' relation to the home. 

I. Jesus Applies the Word of Ood 
(w. i .:■ r.tj. As the "Bon of the Law" 
Jeans observed all of Its requirements 
and inert-fur* went tQ.tbe Passover" 
(Dent 18:16;"Lu*e 2:«). We would 
suggest the reading, of rMersbettn "s 
•'I. if.- of Christ" at this point especial- 
ly his description of the feast Jesus 
found much of Interest and also saw 
that which BUed his spirit with Indig- 
nation as he entered the temple (v. 
14). Great numbers of oien end sheep 
and doves were required for the sacri- 
fice*. Every family must bring for 
aacrlflc* a lamb, the sacrifices being 
lain in the Inner court near tha great 
alter. Those living nearer the city 
eonld bring their own sacrifices, bat 
those who cams from far distant points 
found It more convenient to purchase 
their sacrifices nearer the temple. Tbua 
up within the 
.re rise to an Immense 
and selfish- 
ness. The yearly tax due from every 
Jew could not be received except In 
the native coin; haoee the money 
cheeses* within the esnrta, The re- 
sult waa that the temple had become a 
-d«u of thieves- (Mark 11:17). This 
had undermined she power of religion, 
turned meo away from the truth.
